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As we have mentioned in the 
article about the 
imperialist determined racism 
in Denmark, the crux of the 
anti-racist resistance here 
must first of all be a fight 
against the constitutional, 
institutionalized racism. 

Opposite for example Germany 
and France - and to some ex¬ 
tend also Sweden and Norway 
- the Danish organized, extra¬ 
parliamentarian right-wing/ 
fascist groups, or local right- 
extremist, racist electoral 
registers have untill today 
on the whole not developed 
futher than to a propagandist 
phase. Except for a few mili¬ 
tant attacks against left- 
wing resorts (by means of 
stone - and molotow attacks 
against different premises), 
these structures have mani¬ 
fest them themselves by 
spreading their disgusting 
smear campaigns via posters, 


All things considered, the 
organized, militant racist 
and/or fascist groups are 
today small and from a social 
point of view insignificant. 
Some of the reasons for this 


are: 


slips with swastikas, handbills, 
and letters to the editors 
in different newspapers or/and 
harassing known anti-racists 
with telephone-iterror and 
fictitious mail orders. But 
whether the epochmaking 
bombattack 16/3-92 against 
an active anti-racism group 
in Copenhagen (see elsewhere 
in this magazine!) is the 
beginning of a new stage in 
right-wing/fascist activities, 
only time can tell. 
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Rightwing extremism in Denmark 


Though the majority of the 
population supports the ru¬ 
ler's racist and imperialist 
refugee-policy - across the 
traditional political class 
barriers, it is not prepared 
to connect racism with a de¬ 
cided fascist ideology. The 
reason for this is also com¬ 
plex: Decisive are among 
other things the traditional 
distinct bourgeois-humanistic 
liberalism "Grundtvignisme"; 
the "welfare state" build on 
Keynes* ideology ; the occu¬ 
pation policy of German fas¬ 
cism 1940-45 and finally the 
insignificance of the Danish 
fascists even during the occu¬ 
pation period. 

The existence of a big, right- 
populist, racist party: "Frem- 
skridtspartiet" ("the progress 
party") with about 8% of the 
votes. This party, which start¬ 
ed as a protest party against 
the tax-system, constantly 
tries to press the conserva¬ 
tive liberal minority-govern¬ 
ment to a more and more re¬ 
strictive refugee-policy. The 
basis of this party is a gather¬ 
ing of conservative, right- 
extremist and a few fascist 
forces. Except from its pe¬ 
riod of beginning in 1972, 
the "Fremskridtspartiet" is 
solely a parliamentarian party 
with political clubs but no 
real activities. 

The last reason to mention 
here is without doubt the 
active, presistent effort from 
people from independent anti¬ 
racist groups, and autonome 
resistancegroups in and out¬ 
side the former squatting- 
milieu, who have prevented. 

attempts from the 
right-extremist to create 
themselves a public forum 
and a basis for action. There 
have been no right-extremist 
demo/manifestation since 

worldwar 2! And with a few 
exceptions the organized ra- 
cistsand fascistshave not 
succeeded in making public 
meetings undisturbed. 

In those cases where they 
managed anyway to carry 


through their rather small 
meetings (with from 6 up to 
70 participants) the reason 
was an unfavourable combi¬ 
nation of massive policepro- 
tection for the racists/fas¬ 
cists and the reformist, 
parliament-orientated left¬ 
wing's dissociation from 
physical blocades and directe 
actions against the meetings 
of racist^fascists! 

In the following we will 
make a short, summarily 
going through of the racist/ 
fascist groups in Denmark: 

We are convinced that there 
exist some militant, right- 
extremist underground struc¬ 
tures, which are inspired 
by the German and Swedish 
neo-nazi and fascho skinhead 
spectrum. How and when these 
groups will go in action we 
can only guess about;, and 
whether the 

bombattack of 16/3-92 
is a beginning of an offen¬ 
sive from these forces is 
untill today still all in 
the air. 

DNSB - Danmarks National- 

socialistiske Bevaegelse 

(= Denmarks Nationalsocia- 

list Movement) - is at the 
moment a rather desolate 
fascist group with ideologi¬ 
cal roots to nazism. Their 
ideologist, the nazi-leader 
Poul Heinrich Riis-Knudsen, 

















and a part of the members 
are affiliated with World 
Anti-Communist Leauge. 


THE DANISH UNION 
- was formed in 1987. The 
organization is right-ex¬ 
tremist and based on a one- 
point program: the fight 
against muslim immigrants. 
They publish a paper called 
”Danskeren" (= The Dane). 
The Danish Union tries to 
build up a bourgeois-demo¬ 
cratic image of themselves. 
But in reality this semi¬ 
intellectual racist union 
delivers racist determined 
right -extremist ideology 
to actionorientated racist 
and fascist mileus. It is 
the only racist group that 
regularly tries to carry 
through public meetings. 

But because of persistent 
efforts from anti-racist 
activists most of their 
public meetings couldn't 
take place . 


THE PROGRESS PARTY 
- is the largest of all 
the existing racist orga¬ 
nisations/parties. The 
progress party was formed 
in 1972 as a protest party 


is at the same time leader 
of the organization World 
Union of National Socialist 
(WUNS). This traditional 
current is on the decline 
in favour of other competi¬ 
tive militant fascist inter¬ 
nationals with bigger power 
of action and with basis in 
the motley militant German 
nazi-mileu (with Christian 

Worch, Heinz Reisz, Arnulf 
Priem and Gottfried Kussel 
as ideologists of nume^rous 
groups, networks, lists...). 

The only DNSB-activities 
known are propaganda-activi¬ 
ties: they spread handbills 
with swastikas and texts 
that advertise n The love 
for Denmark” etc. 

DNSB publishes a paper cal¬ 
led ”Nationalsocialisten” 
(the National socialist”) - 
in the issue no. 1, vol. 10 
from february 1992 they call 




anti-racists. DNSB is said 
to have less than 50 members 

THE NATIONALS 


- is a small group with a 
nazist ideology, it is a 
breakaway group from DNSB 
(may 1989) . 

Their ideals are REP in 
Germany and Front Nationale 
in France. The group is try¬ 
ing to make itself a mili¬ 
tant image (is said to have 
connexions to the Swedish 
skin-heads faschos from 
”Vitt Arisk Mottstand” 

(= White Arian Resistance). 

THE NATIONAL PARTY DENMARK 

- is a party which was for¬ 
med on the ruins of forger- 
listen Stop Indvandringen” 

(= The list Stop the Immigra¬ 
tion), which ran for munici¬ 
pal election in 1989 and got 
6000 votes in total. Their

THE DANISH STATE 
-A LONG TRADITION 
OF RACISM 


The state-racism in Denmark 
has,opposite the until today , 
dominating myth, made by 
all kinds of historians 
from tiie political parties, 
a long continueing tradition. 
In this way it was recently 
pointed out that the Danish 
rulers in no way carried 
out a humane and open asylum 
policy when it come to the 
political persecuted of 
the German nazi-regime or 
the ethnic refugees. 

It is now clear that both 
the, at the time ruling 
Social Democrats aswell 
as the bourgeois parties 
were supporting (the police 
and the juridical apparatus 1 
rejection of the greatest 
part of the refugees from 
the nazi-regime in Germany. 
These people were being rejected 
already at the border or 
later after a rutine- ,f con- 
sideration t! . For most people 
this meant concentrationcamps, 
torture and death! 


And today... 


This institutionalized racist 
practice nas today been juri-. 
dical sophisticated and 
has all in all been made 
more complex. But basically 
there is a functioning con¬ 
tinuity in the rulers per- 
cecution and discrimination 
of political and social 
refugees. 

In this way Denmark is 
today, after Finland, among 
those imperialist states 
which has got the smallest 
part of refugees and immigrants. 

All in all there is today 
in Denmark about 35.000 
political refugees, due 
to 0,6% of the population, 
and about 67.000 immigrants 
from countries outside the 
EEC-block. (due to 1,3% 
of the population). 


The Danish rulers contin¬ 
uing tightening of the asylum 
law has got 2 purposes: 
Domestic politically the 
more and more intense discrimi 
nation-campaign against 
refugees and immigrants 
is working as a divertion 
which is going to hide the 
real economical reasons 
to the still growing declassi¬ 
fication. Regarding the 
foreign policy the tightening 
is aiming a lawenforcement 
and politically juridical 
assimilation to the common 
EEC asylum and immigration 
policy - the socalled Schengen 
agreement. 

THE SCHENGENAGREEMENT 

The Schengen agreement is 
the basis for the soon to 
b.e refugee and immigration- 
policy in the EEC. In 1985 
West Germany, France, Holland, 
Belgium and Luxemburg took 
the initiative, in Scengen, 
Luxemburg , to the soon to 
be common Western European 
refugee and immigration 
policy. 

The Scengen agreement 
means a re-establishing 













of visum-compulsion for 
most non-European nationali¬ 
ties. The agreement will 
among other things make 
it legal to pursue a wanted 
person in all of the EEC. 

If a person is believed 
as a "threat against the 
public order, the national 
security" etc., then this 
person can be refused entry 
to the "EEC-fortres" as 
a whole. If an immigrant 
is being send out from one 
EEC-^country - this means 
being send out from all 
countries in the EEC. 

This common EEC refugee 
and immigrant-policy is 
not as some say due to an 
immigrant stop, but is a 
co-ordinated SELECTION of 
which refugees and working 
immigrants that is allowed 
to pass the EEC-border. 

And this will be on the 
basis and evaluation of 
their qualification, the 
profitable value aswell 
as their assimilation and 
subordination-abillity. 

With the Scengen agreement 
"Fortress Europe" - the 
internal market - creates 
a very efficient weapon 
in selection of immigrants, 
Through the harmonisation 
of laws ,after the most 
restrective level 
in the different 


countries, the EEC imperialist 
rulers is about to eliminate 
all national, juridical 
and cultural difficulties 
in the common attack on 
the refugee-stream from 
the poor countries. 

THE IMPERIALIST ECONOMICAL

Imperialism... 

The global post-war-economy 
after the conference in 
Bretton Woods in USA in 
1944 (the rebuilding plan 
for the capitalist world- 
economy after th-e 2. world 
war . ) is characterized by 
the exploitation of the 
non-industrialised countries 
in Latin America, Africa 
and Asia (Tricont) and by 
the massive exploitation 
of these countries labour, 
raw—material, provisions... 
aswell as a dissimilarity 
in the 'exchanging relations 
to the benefit of the imperi¬ 
alist metropoles. It was 
this global interaction be¬ 
tween economical and social 
exploitation, that in the 
first way made the so-called 
capitalist welfare state 
possible. 

The imperialist countries 
has through the so-called 
"green revolution" and other 
production-restructuring 
plans made most countries 
in the Tricont dependent 
on products they can only 
get if they can borrow money 
and get credit to invest 
in these products. These 
loans is mainly being raised 
in the IMF and the world 
bank who sets up concrete 
political and economical 
demands to the "costumers". 
Through this mechanism most 
of the poor countries in 
the 60'es and 70'es got 
trapped by the strong de¬ 
pendence to the imperialist 
countries cause of the still 
deeper debt.

The struggle against the 
organized racist and fascist 
structures 

This struggle should in 
our point of view be based 
on this platform: "no liberty 
to speach and no public 
forum for them". The fight 
against this spectrum should 
be carried out as a political 
integrated part of whole 
strategy for a basic change 
of the society. A change 


of the capitalistic power- 
structures and their political 
institutions . 

If the racist/fascist 
connexions make any public 
activities or propaganda, 
which could lead to any 
structure of fascist/racist 
gatherings, it must be made- 
impossible, because this 
structure will function 
as the "illegimate" storm- 
troppers of the system, 
who will attack and harass 
carefully chosen ethnic 
groups and active, anti¬ 
system, anti-capitalist 
forces. A kind of division 
of "labour" between th-e 
institutionalized racism 
legal attacks and the organized 
racist/fascist groups half- 
legal and/or illegal encroach¬ 
ments and slander—campaigns. 
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Monday 16.3.92, around 11.30, an immense 
explosion completely destroyed the offi¬ 
ce of the small trotzkyist party "Inter¬ 
nationale Socialister" / IS ^Interna¬ 
tional Socialists) situated in the 
working-class district Norrebro in Copen¬ 
hagen. ( IS is comparable with Socialist 
Workers Party/SWP in England and Sozia- 
listische Arbeiter Gruppe/SAG in West- 
germany). 

The comrade who was present in the offi¬ 
ce had just received the mail for the 
day, and by opening a large, thick and 
heavy A3-cnvelope, he was completely 
blown to bits! 


was murdered by fascists 
and his son Alexander. 


There is no doubt that the perpetrators come from the mileu of fascists acting 
in underground structures. A more precise judgement is very difficult to give 
because these fascist structures are so diffuse and split up. This spectrum has 
no known resorts, and untill today they have not manifested themselves in common 
public appearence - as for example by demos, manifestations or public meetings 
(except for some public meetings arranged by the racist, rightwing organization 
"Den danske Forening" (=The Danish Union)). The few and wellknown leaders from 
the various right-extremist and fascist groups have on purpose always appeared 
in public with a legal and parliament-orientated image. 

During the last 2 years unknown fascists have attacked different leftwing resorts 
and info-cafes with stones and molotows, partly causing big material damage. 

This time the attack caused the death of an anti-racist activist. The attack was 
carefully prepared and carried out. The question is whether the perpetrators 
have made the attack as a single action meant as a warning and to scare the ac¬ 
tive, anti-racist group IS substituting the entire active anti-racist/ anti-fas¬ 
cist scene, OR whether the attack is the beginning of a bomb-campaign from fas¬ 
cists planned on generous lines in continuation of the topical sharpened state- 
institutional smear campaign against certain parts of refugees seeking asylum. 

In the evening the 16.3.92 about 150 anti-racists gathered before the bombed out 
IS-office. At this manifestation an info-meeting and a demonstration were announ¬ 
ced. 


In the following we will describe the tragi-comic course, which the solidarity 
initiative took: 


THE TRAGEDY ... 


IS has, in our opinion, shown how easily a socalled revolutionary parly can give

and it's law-complex and police machinery in favour of representing themselves as a "broad 1 
un-profiled organization, which is "harmless", "non-violent" and "democratic" - "a popu¬ 
lar party with 100 members". Representatives from IS have in Danish television called the 
bombattack :" an attack against democracy and the freedom of expression", as if the bour- 
geios, imperialist democracy and it's only formal "freedom of expression" have anything 
to do with reality! According to IS "the whole Danish people must get together and defend 
the freedom of expression", - from a revolutionary point of view pure nonsens. 


IS didn't mobilize for an active fight against racism, that is against the racist state 
institutions and the various racist and fascist groups. Instead the main-slogan of IS 
was: "Defend the right to organize!" We think, that because of this slogan many trade 
union groups participated in the demonstration, groups that could not have been mobilized 
on the basis of offensive, anti-racist sl ogans ... It was an opportunist slogan, and for 
us it is totally unclear to WHOM this slogan is directed(?). 


... AND THE COMEDY 

The consequense of this political genuflection towards the bourgeios, imperialist democra¬ 
cy is IS's active cooperation with the police. IS has delivered the police the names and 
addresses of all it's members! "To prove that we have nothing to hide", as an IS-represen- 
tative said it. They have also asked the police to check all their mail in the future. 

(The same did other leftwing parties: the trotzkyist SAP (Socialist Workers Party) from 
4.th. International and the 68-party VS (Leftsocialists) and a leftwing umbrella organiza¬ 
tion "Enhedslisten" (United List), which besides the previous mentioned SAP and VS inclu¬ 
de. rests of DKP (Danish Communist Party) and the ex-maoists from KAP (Communist 

Workers Party).. .

We think it is a bankrupt statement from these leftwing organizations to show such 
confidence to a police machinery, which one time after the other, during history 
and today, has proved which function and role it has in the capitalist society: 
the rulers' armed forces which secure the'unproblematic functioning of the capi¬ 
talist everyday life, and actively work to stop any anti-capitalist basisresis- 
tance and radical opposition from developing. Instead of together with other left- 
wing connexions and for themselves to build upon own experiences and strenght, they 
delegate the necassary safety precautions to the armed forces of the class enemy! 


Politically the IS-angle of the anti-capitalist, the anti-patriarchal, the anti¬ 
racist/anti-fascist fight to a fight for the existing "democracy" and "freedom 
of expression" is an obscuration of the reasons for the fascists's smear ' • 

propaganda and attacks: the rentability orientated imperialist state racism and 
the rulers's opportune, indirecte division of labour with the extra-parliamentarian 
activities from right-extremists and fascist groups. 

As autonomes we have also got foretaste of IS and CO.'s concept of democracy towards 
others and more radicals on the leftwing: Twice people from IS have contacted auto- 
nome info-cafe Zapata trying to stop us from taking banners with us to "their demon¬ 
stration". The first time they came in the name of "Faellesinitiativet mod racisme" 

(= United Initiative against racism), saying it was a general decision that there 
should be no banners at all at the demonstration. At the time we thought it was 
something they wilfully had decided for all. Wilful because they came with the deci¬ 
sion before the common preparation meeting had taken place. The second time a man 
from IS came to Zapata a few hours before the demo saying that only autonomes could 
not bring banners (!) because we were known as beeing violent ... Of course we brought 
a banner to the big solidarity and mourn demonstration (12.000-15.000 people parti¬ 
cipated) , and together with comrades from Dev Sol Giicler we from the autonomous mileu 
around info-cafe Zapata formed an autonome and international bloc . No IS-activists 
showed up to try to carry out their dictatorial and ridiculous prohibition against 
our right to express ourselves.

For years 
brothels and nightclubs 
have advertised with wo¬ 
men from 3rd world coun¬ 
tries - especially from 
Asia. And the newspaper 
"Ekstra Bladet" make 10 
million Danish kroner a 
year by printing the ad¬ 
vertisements of the pim¬ 
ps. For years travel a- 
gencies have been selling 
sextours to f.ex Pattya 
in Thailand, which is an 
area with an intense con¬ 
centration of brothels, 
go-gobars etc. (It is not 
without reason that 70% 
of all tourists in Thai¬ 
land are single men from 
the Western countries). 

All this has happened 
without significant pro¬ 
test or resistance. Very 
few times have Danish, 
womentraders been punis¬ 
hed for their activities. 
If they were, the punish¬ 
ments would be ridiculous 
and in several cases the 
expenses to f.ex plane, 
tickets, toiletpaper, 
advertisements, condoms 
were deducted from the 
fine. For the patriarchal 
law-system women-trade is 
not different from other 
sorts of trade. The rea¬ 


son why exactly nightclub 
owner Flemming Jensen has 
been put in court charged 
for procuring, has to be 
found in his controversy 
with the police, and not 
in a determinedly attempt 
to stop trade with women. 
It is a result of a big 
misjudgement to believe 
that the police has any 
intention to fight women- 
trade at all. But exactly 
this misjudgement is the 
base for those activities 
made by Danish women or¬ 
ganisations: Dansk Kvin-- 
desamfund (Danish Women- 
society) have made an 
appeal for intensifica¬ 
tion of the legislation 
and extended police ac¬ 
tivity. 

Nordjyllands Faglige Kvi- 
nder — which is an orga¬ 
nization of women from 
leftwing parties, equal 
right committees, trade 
unions, KULU (womens 3rd 
world committee) and in¬

This is the most evident 
failure of activities 
which have happened in 
the name of "solidarity 
with women of the 3rd 
world". In their confi¬ 
dence in the patriarchal 
law-system Danish femi¬ 
nists have asked the men 
of the police apparatus 
to go in action, and me¬ 
anwhile they have failed 
to notice - or they have

practise showed a very 
cynical and racist atti¬ 
tude toward those who are 
in the center of the pro¬ 
blem: the women who are 
the victims of the women¬ 
traders business.

The global and extended

It is the poverty on the 
countryside that is the 
basis for the business of 
the womentraders.: Masses 
are expelled to the citi¬ 
es where they hope to 
find a job. But they end 
up in the growing slum 
districts, and most pe¬ 
ople never find the job 
they have hoped for. For 
many women the only pos¬ 
sibility in the cities 
turn out to be prostitu¬ 
tion, other women can for 
a shorter period of time 
find a job in one of the 
socalled "free production 
areas", where 80-90% of 
the employed are women 
and most of"them under 25 
years of age. The "free 
production areas" are 
controlled like military 




men from USA, Japan and 
Western Europe travel as 
sextourists to especially 
Thailand and the Philip¬ 
pines, but also in coun¬ 
tries like South Corea, 
Kenya, Ghana, Brasil and 
Mexico sextourism is gro¬ 
wing. In-the redlight 
district in for instance 
Bangkok and Manila men 
can buy themselves women 
as slaves, and through 
marriage agencies and 
contact companies they 
can buy a wife with right 
to be returned if she is 
not to their liking.

widespread in Southeast 
Asia, with the biggest, 
concentration in Thailand 
and the Philippines, and 
the reason for this is 
first of all the big amo¬ 
unt of US-soldiets, who 
during the Vietnam war 
put their /mark on this 
area. There were made 
socailed "rest and recre¬ 
ation ares", where big 
areas of the cities were 
turned into redlight dis¬ 
tricts where the soldi¬ 
ers on their break offs 
from the killings in Vi¬ 
etnam could work off on 
women. Today, most of the 
soldiers are gone, with 
the exception of those on 
the 23 US-military bases 
on the Philippines, and 
the redlight distriscts 
are now dominated by the 
male tourists from Wes¬ 
tern Europe, Japan and 
USA. 


Women who ends up in the 
sexindustry live with 
daily humiliations. Many 
are forced into addiction 
to alcohol or drugs. They 
are isolated because the 
shame of being a prosti¬ 
tute prevents them from 
asking their families for 
help. The conditions for 


tt-yside also means that 
the farmers are forced to 
se 11 t:he i r daughters to 
womentraders who visit 
the villages. Usually the 
families doesn't, know 
what they are sending 
their daughters into.

- a greeting to the 8th of march, the 
international day for women's liberation. 

The night between the 6th and the 7th of March we have attacked 
the sales office of the American pharmaceutical company Upjohn in 
Ericavej, Copenhagen. We have locked up the shop properly and 
painted the building red, because their products have left a trail of 
blood from many women's bodies. 

Upjohn is a giant company which is well known because it produces 
the dangerous contraception Depo-Provera. Depo-Provera, also 
known as the contraceptive syringe, is used against millions of 
women in the 3rd world. In the attempt to reduce the population 
women are forced to use Depo-Provera. Their fertility is destroyed, 
they loose the right to decide for their own bodies and often they 
get serious ill because of the side effects. 

Depo-Provera is a tool for the population policy, which is dictated 
by the IMF and the Worldbank; a policy based on the myth of 
overpopulation, which in reality is the rich countries fight against 
the poor and not poverty. 

In the metropolises Depo-Provera is used more seldom (in US its 
forbidden because it is causing cancer). Here it is first of all used 
against mentally ill women, handicapped, emigrants, social 
loosers". But also in Greenland it is used frequently. 

Depo-Provera, created and distributed by men, is an attack against 
the health of women and our right to self-determination with our 

bodies. 

All over the world women's movements are fighting against the 
population policy of the rulers and against the use of for instance 
Depo-Provera. Our action tonight shall be seen as a part of this 
living international resistance. And it's also a greeting to the 8th 
of March - the international day for women’s struggle - where 
women all over the world shows that the resistance against 
oppression is a live and manifold.

the hospital where especial¬ 
ly elder people which have 
finished treatment, are being 
placed if they do not have 
a home or residential home 
to get back to.

For almost five months 70-80 
Palestinians from Lebanon, threatened 
by expulsion, have been squatting a 
church in Norrebro, Copenhagen. The 
reason for the expected expulsion order 
was a bureaucratic decision, that 
Lebanon should be regarded as a save 
area for Palestinians - which is not at 
all in accordance with reality and 
experiences made by newly expelled 
Palestinians. 


This change of praxis is right now a 
current problem for 250 Palestinians, but 
is of course just one step in a general 
policy, where refugees and emigrants 
who are not political or productive 
profitable are rejected. 


The church squatting has been supported 


by a Danish solidarity group including 
trade union activists, activists from 
leftwing parties, clericals, humanists, 
ex-squatters etc. After five months of 
grassroot activities 

and lobbyism, quite continually 
favoured by the media, a Bill from the 
right-liberal party ""Radikale Venstre" 
has ended the action. The Bill is a 
proposal to make an ad hoc act, which 
gives the 250 Palestinians from Lebanon 
who have stayed in Denmark for more 
than 12 months a humanitarian resi¬ 
dence permit. 

A victory for the grassroots? 

In an article with the above headline 
one of the activists from the Danish 
solidarity group went through the 
results of the Bill in the leftwing 
newspaper "Den rode Trad". It is an ad

hoc act which only includes 200-250 
Palestinians. Futureous Palestinian 
refugees from Lebanon are not included 
and it doesn't include refugees from the 
Westbank or Syria. It isn't a permanent 
stay permit - and it isn't possible for the 
refugees to bring their families to 
Denmark until at least 2 years have 
past. 


To regard this poor result as a victory is 
a signal illustration of the defensive 
situation of the Danish leftwing, but 
never the less a very logical consequence 
of the character of the campaign, where 
the situation of the Palestinians was 
never generalized. Indeed there have 
been a debate in the Danish parliament 
whether it was legally correct to make 
a tight ad hod act - but this was only 
because the law doesn't comply with 
usual bureaucrat procedures - and it's 
not at all a reflection of claims of the 
campaign. The initiative is completely 
in the hands of the racist institutions. 

The ad hoc act haven't got any 
consequences for the racist and 
imperialist emigration and asylum 
legislation. The parties who are in 
favour of the Bill have never criticized 
the asylum legislation in general. 

(Right now the social democrats are 
very busy to work out a new tightening 
of the legislation). 

Of course the result of the church action 
is very positive for the Palestinians 
who are now able to stay, but concerning 
the leftwing the most positive you can 
say about the campaign is that it is a n 
experience which teach you how you 
shall not behave in bigger political 


coalitions. The Danish support group 
have had 50-60 more or less steady 
activists, and about 1000 have been 
involved in some way - financially or 
practically. The co-operation has not 
resulted in a broad anti-racist, anti- 
zionist and anti-imperialist campaign 
with various approaches, but in 
harmonizing on ’lowest level - a 
depoliticizing of the campaign. 





The Danish support group, which have 
been dominated by the legalist 
[eftwing, has not enly reduced the 
|j^| cam p ai gn to concern only 250 
Palestinians, but it has also deprived 
the Palestinians of initiative. In the 
campaign they have been reduced to 
v / poor victims ,You should feel pity for. 
Very distinct examples of the de¬ 
politicizing of the campaign and the 
objectifying of the Palestinians is the 
organising of activities which is 
decidedly damaging for the struggle of 
the Palestinians. For instance to visit 
the Exponent of the Zionist lobby in 
Denmark, Bent Melchior, to thank him 
for his hypocritical humanist "support" 
statements. Another illustration of the 
depoliticizing was the praxis where 
different political and cultural 
personalities - including people who are 
responsible for the emigration and 
refugee legislation and people who are 
known to be prozionists - every day were 
lightening a candle for the Palestinians 
(a catholic tradition). This is a total 
oppression . of the identity of the 
Palestinians - as Palestinians and as 
refugees. 
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This is a proclamation, which we have written in Hamburg. We are 4 women with very- 
different stories. Two of us have been in jail in connexion with the fight of RAF 
and the prisoners; we all have a long political story: Communist League (Komnunis- 
tischer Bund), green-altenatives (Grun Alternative Liste), prisoner's initiatives, 
comitee against torture, anti-imperialist/autonome groups, militant resistance, 
the fight for the houses in Hafenstrasse, the life there, and together the fight 
for union of the prisoners in prison collectives. 

The purpose of this proclamation is to start a discussion with all kinds of people 
This is just the beginning, and a contribution to all that, which will and must 
occur to us. 

Since the beginning of January reports exist that the Minister of Justice, Kinkel, 
will take initiative to release some of the prisoners from RAF and the resistance’ 
in the nearest future. For the first time in the last 20 years there obviously 
exist two fractions inside the government, one still talking about revenge and 
destruction, the other, having realized the defeat of this line, seeks new ways. 

In Kinkel s initiative we see a chance for us to obtain a political solution, which 
aim is the release of all political prisoners. We can't imagine any other solution 
than straining every nerve to dissolve the freezed, perspectiveless relation of the 
persecution-authorities towards the political prisoners. If this new line includes 
the dissolution of the state of emergency which has ruled untill now, like the 
credulous say, certain facts will be quite clear. Besides the release it will 
be a matter of abrogating the whole special machinery and of another way of dealing 
with social contradictions; that means: a change in the immigrant- and refugee 
policy practized untill now, a dissolution of the destruction relation towards 
fundamental opposition, a stop for processes according to the crown witness-law. 
Whether Kinkel's initiative is a result of increasing international scepticism or 
of pressure from circles of the economic power, is not important for us. 


Today the topical situation seems to be: For 8 prisoners it will be possible to 
suspend the remaining part of their sentences. Among these 8 prisoners mentioned 
by name are 3 prisoners, who have been unfit for prison for many years: Bernd 
Rossner, Gunther Sonnenberg and Claudia Wannersdorfer. But 2 more prisoners unfit 
for prison fail: Isabel Jacob, who suffers from the basedow-disease, and Ali Jansen, 
who has a serious asthma. Also these 2 prisoners cannot get well as long as they 
are kept in prison. In the meantime Claudia is free. According to the 2/3 rule 
she was - but delayed - released the 14.th. of February. We are glad. 

And the others? According to reports the release of the political prisoners is re¬ 
presented as a "normal procedure" and as an un-political matter; thereby 20 years 
of history is being dissolved. Who said "normal procedure"? Since 1970 RAF and the 
prisoners are being confronted with an emergency law (Which has become almost 
habitual today) made specially to crush them. 


Duringsearches Petra Schelm, Georg von Rauch, Thomas Weissbecher, Werner Sauber, 
Willi Stoll, Michael Knoll and Elisabeth van Dyck were killed. Others like Gunther 
Sonnenberg and Rolf Heissler were critically injured when they were arrested. 

In processes under the aegis of The Public Prosecutor, before special juries, nobo¬ 
dy even pretended the existence of production of evidence, and sentences were pas¬ 
sed on on the basis of statements from crown witnesses (for Irmgard Moller 1976), 
or on the basis of ordered experts and veird constructions (Ralf and Knud - best 
wishes for you!) and the defense laywers were harassed or even shut out. 

Prison conditions: systematically planned and from the first day solitary confine¬ 
ment for all; Ulrike Meinhof, Astrid Proll and Gudrun Ensslin in death corridors;

The torture of forcible feeding and because of this the 
death of Holger Meins in 1974, and of Sigurd Debus_in 1981; Siegfried Hausner 
died 1975 because he was transported critically injured; Kathanna Hammer 
died in 1975 because of a tumor, which was "overlooked’ m prison, Ulnke Mein 
hof hanged 1976, Andreas Baader, Gudrun Ensslin and Jan Carl Raspe who were 
found hanged and shot the morning of 18.10.77, Irmgard Moller was the only one 
who survived this day, two weeks later Ingrid Schubert died by hanging. 

During the last 20 years you cannot talk of normality! 

Every small improval of prison conditions was result of a hard fight. Besides 
individual hungerstrikes the prisoners have made 10 collective hungerstrikes 
Today exist 3 smaller groups with 3 and 4 prisoners in each, exercise with other^ 
prisoners, the screened windows were brought back to normal, relatives are allow 
ed visit without glass seperation wall. During the last hungerstrike m 1989 
there was a big support for the demands of the prisoners, and many people have 
expressed their interest in discussing with the prisoners. „ 

The republican laywers union expects an "active liability to pay damages from 
the state.

"learnprocess" which failed in the GDR and all sides with interests complain 
about today). There is a hard fight going on against all those who have not 
achieved the desirable degree of self-suppression, voluntarily or not: 
beggars, truants, Hafenstrasse, consumers of illegal drugs, rebellious; pupi 
and 8 prisoners, punks, people on public assistance, - and the political prisoners, 

[28 In the first process against RAF, caused by the liberation of Andreas Baader from 
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prison, Ulrike Meinhof stated:"But this is us, this is where we come from: the re¬ 
volt against the destruction processes of the metropolesociety. From the war all 
against all, the competition everyone against everyone, the system where the law 
of fear and achievement-pressure rules, the one-on-eXpense-of-the-other, the di¬ 
vision of the people in men and women, young and old, healthy and ill, foreigners 
and Germans and the fight for prestige. And this is where we come from: from the 
isolation in row houses, from the concrete silos in the suburbs, the prisoncells 
and the orphanages. From the brainwash of the medias, the consumption and floggings. 
From the ideology of non-violence: the depression, illness, the declassing, from 
the humiliation of people, from all exploited human-beings under imperialist rule. 
Untill we comprehend the distress of each human-being as necessity of liberation 
from imperialism, as necessity of the anti-imperialist fight, that there is no¬ 
thing to loose with the destruction of this system, and everything to win in the 
armed struggle: the collective liberation, life, humanity, identity". 

With the armed struggle of RAF a possibility of intervention for liberation has 
broken up, which since the destruction campaigns of fascism^aarad to take up. 

And the rebellions of the late 60'ies in Italy, in France, in USA, in Japan and 
here were not alone: liberation movements in all countries of Latinamerica, the 
victory of the Vietnamese people who defeated the militarily very superior USA, 

"the estimation of the time was that the global offensive against the imperialist 
system could rob it of it's potency and defeat it." (Lutz Taufer 12/91). This 
was the hope of a whole generation. 

The political prisoners are a part of our history and of our experiences. As one 
of the few still existing connexions they have all the time during the last 20 
years fought for being developing! 

The hope of the 60'ies and 70'ies was not fullfilled. Almost all fights of the 
recent years were prevention fights (against Berufsverbot, against nuclear-power, 
against repression...), which were orientated at state enterprises, instead of 
at our own life perspectives. But these fights were important, because in the 
first place there was nothing we could connect with. Besides we were confront¬ 
ed with a very hard repel from the state, which left us only limited space for 
developing autonome drafts. 

Today we are confronted with conditions, under which we cannot and will not con¬ 
tinue like before: extensive global misery, that increasingly butts in the metro- 
poles and a destruction of natural ressources, which no ecological protectionism 
can repair. The former enthusiasm for revolts in the "3.world" has been super¬ 
seded by scepticism. Many people have retried because the way to a more human 
society seems endlessly long. The orientation doeesn't exist anymore, we are 
thrown back to ourselves. But we are not alone. Everywhere people are looking 
for a new beginning. We wil find methods and ways, which cross the artificial 
borders of the nations and together we will reach "the global organization of 
the sensuous demands" (Robert Kurz). The political prisoners belong to those 
people with whom we will begin this project. 

The state and its parties have clearly proved that they can't solve any of the 
urgent problems. They ignore them, they improvise more or less blindly, or they 
persecute and oppress, whether it is in the drugs-policy, the housing shortage 
and homelessness, or in the asylum-policy. The system of violence is secured by 
violence, the individual traffic is keept in spite of 10.000 dead traffic victims, 
nuclear power plants are kept in spite of danger of cancer. Meaningless work which 
makes millions of people physical and psychological ill before the age of retire¬ 
ment pension, protection of the family in spite of sexual and other kind of vio¬ 
lence against women and children. Children pornography, unemployment, suicides 
every 5 minutes and abuse. 

We have the legitimation for resistance, the history and present situation show 
us this. Considering' the disatrous lifeconditions and the incompentence of the 
rulers, more and more people realize, that only themselves can find answers and 2 g 











None of us, coming from this resistance history, would ever dissociate or re¬ 
nounce. There exists critisism against actions and omissions of the legals as- 
well as of the illegals. As far as it was possible we have begun the working up 
together with the prisoners. The process of working up and appropriation of the 
history can only be comprehensive when all are free. 

Our fight for life. 

Freedom for all political prisoners! 

Immidiate release of all ill prisoners, 
specially also all HIV-infected and AIDS- 
ill prisoners!

Bremen ... At these extensive searches lots of autonome, anti-imperialist magazines 
and books were confiscated, all literature dealing with the history and policy of 
the resistance. Besides the searches a part of the affected info- and communication 
centres have now been saddled with a criminalizing process according to the muzzle 
paragraph 129a. 3StGB "propagating a criminal union"... Among other things because 
they have published the demands of the prisoners of being united in prisonedlecti- 
ves (as for example our comrades from the excellent magazine UNFASSBA did!). The 
comrades from UNFASSBA comment the reason for the topical criminalization campaign 
against autonome connexions in the following way: "They try to smash the structu¬ 
res where it has been made possible for the extra-parliamentary resistance to prac¬ 
tize free communication and selforganization."

Since the phasing out of 
the GDR in 1990, the pro¬ 
paganda of the Westgerman 
state-machinery has concen¬ 
trated on spreading goal- 
directed desinformation 
about the militant under¬ 
ground-structures - 
especially about the gue- 
rillagroup RAF. For this 
purpose they used a greate- 
ful yellow-press eager to 
sell sensational stories 
about the armed resistance. 


The object of this d e s - 
information-campaign is 
first of all to create 
confusion about the integ¬ 
rity and independence of 
the armed political struggle 
This confusion should pre¬ 
vent any possibly increa¬ 
sing sympathy/popularity 
among the population to¬ 
wards the guerilla's at¬ 
tacks against the crimes 
of the ruling capital- 
strategists. (For example 
the liquidation of the 



socialdemocratic capital- 
manager ROHWEDER and of the 
chief of Deutsche Bank, 
HERRHAUSEN). 

Another essential object 
of the topical desinfor- 
mation-campaign is to cre¬ 
ate a favourable climate 
for an already started 
criminalizing-campaign 
against the legal, revo¬ 
lutionary resistance, 
which in the medias con¬ 
sequent! y is being defined 
as the legal, logistic and 
political structure of the 
underground. 

In continuation of the 
capital's smashing of the 
non-capitalist, but very 
bureaucratic conditions, 
in the former GDR, the

eliminate any not state- 
loyal leftwing opposition 
to create an optimum poli¬ 
tical friction—less situ¬ 
ation for the German capi¬ 
tal's drive and expansion 
in connexion with the cre¬ 
ation of the EEC-state. 

The state-machinery's and 
the media's smearcampaign 
against the guerilla has 
concentrated on various 
levels: 

- The construction of con¬ 
nexions between RAF and the 
secret service of the for¬ 
mer GDR (Stasi/ministry of 
statesecurity). 

- The use of statements from 
former RAF-activists, and 

a new "exposure" (from the 
crown-witness and former 
police-informer, Nonne) 
to construct vulnerability 
and dilettantism of the 
RAF-structures. 

- The initiative from parts 
of the state-machinery - 
under the leadership of the 
rightwing - liberal Minister 
of Justice Klaus Kinkel - 

to plan a selected release 
of some of the 40 fighting, 
revolutionary prisoners 
from RAF and the anti-im¬ 
perialist resistance, and 
make a confirmation of the 
situation for the rest of 
the prisoners ("the hard¬ 
core"), who are still go¬ 
ing to be burried alive in 
isolation. This is a sta¬ 
ged attempt to split the 
collective demands and per¬ 
spectives of the revolutio¬ 
nary prisoners, which are: 

- Release of all ill prisoners! 

- Union of the fighting prisoners 
and as a perspective we will 

win the freedom of all the 
revolutionary prisoners! 
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Add to this a timed wave 
of repression directed against 

autonomous structures: info- 
cafes, magazines (like Un- 
fassba, Radikal, Angehorigen 
Info, Agitare Bene, Ausbruch, 
Sudwind, Clash,...) and against 
people from autonomous mileus 
(see elsewhere in Autonomi Newsletter) 

Here we bring the answer,, 
from RAF to the state's 
goal-directed propaganda- 
offensive against the re¬ 
sistance :

99 The whole story, which the 
state security service has 
invented about their"tre- 
mendeous search-succes" to¬ 
wards us, is from the be¬ 
ginning to the end a lie. 

We never had any contact 
•with the nark, Nonne. This 
pure nonsens, that we stayed 
at his place during the ac¬ 
tion against Herrhausen, that 
he -the nark- knew about the 
action before it took place 
and that he even took part 
in the preparation, is no¬ 
thing more than a lie-construc¬ 
tion made by German intelli¬ 
gence services to pursue 
concrete objects. Now we will 
burst their ballon, and riddle 
their constructed sum! 

It is method, that the in¬ 
telligence service to fight 
resistance groups, and to make 
people confused, create such 
lie-constructions. During the 
last 2-3 years this meant for 
us: The staged story from the 
intelligence service that we 
stood behind a failed action 
against Kiechle; the assertion 
that secret negotiations took 
place between them and us; 
then for a thousand time again: 
that we were marionettes of 
the Stasi; and last summer 
the so-called letter from a 
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"defector" which says that we 
quarrel and that disunion is 
a fact. 

What is the object of these 
topical constructions from 
the intelligence service? 

We think,that they pursue 
various objects at one and 
the same time: First of all 
they want to intervene in the 
topical discussion, about the 
release of the revolutionary 
prisoners. After 20 years of 
fight against torture and de¬ 
struction of political prison 
ers, at last certain fractions 
of the state-machinery realize, 
that a solution must be found 
in the case of these prison¬ 
ers. At least since the last 
hungerstrike in 1989 they 
know, that they can not get 
rid of the contradictions 
concerning torture; just the 
opposite: more and more peo¬ 
ple understand - from their 
individual living backgrounds 
- the demands of the prisoners 
and more and more support the¬ 
se demands.'. 

That the release of the pri¬ 
soners is on the agenda today, 
is first of all a result of 
all the fights and initiatives 
for union of and freedom for 
the prisoners; but a point is 
also that the state's intel¬ 
ligence service thinks that 
in this way they can take the 
wind out of our sails - and 
because of lack of success in 
their search they really are 
under pressure. 

When this lie-construction is 
passed off as a search success, 
the question is brought up (and 
the media did it at once) whether 1 
the release of the prisoners 
should be necessary taking this 
"search success" into considera¬ 
tion. After all there exists 
only one possibility. All whose 
cause is the freedom of the pri¬ 
soners, must consider, also 
together with the prisoners, 
what is to'make out of this 
topical release-discussion, 
which demands must be made and 



forced through, and how can we 
make a way to freedom for all 
the political prisoners.

It is obvious, that the intel¬ 
ligence service with it's search 
of these ominous "unknown RAF- 
members: Peter and Stefan” goes 
directly for arrest of legal 
comrades of the resistance, 
who are not organized in RAF. 

This is what they wanted for 
a very long time; for example 
by means of these city-maps, 
which the intelligence service 
made marks on and then claimed 
that it derived from legal com¬ 
rades, who planned to spy upon 
Daimler-chieves and other scum 
for us. So many initiatives were 
made to riddle this, that they 
had to give up. 

One of the main reasons why we 
now again contradict their lies 
is: to prevent that they expand 
this story to arrests of com¬ 
rades. 

The assertion, that we do not 
really organize illegally but 
live on the edge of legal re¬ 
sistance movements in mileus, 
which are easily monitored, is 
meant to present us as fools. 

But what is more important 
about this is that they want 
to legitimate numerous house- 
searches in legal mileus. 

What this story is meant to say 
about us is: we do not take any 
notice of what is going on with 
the people around us. Specifical¬ 
ly with this guy, that we did 
not realize neither that he was 
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a cop nor that he psychological 
was totally broken down. And 
even worse: that we also do not 
care about it, if we can use 
the people for some purpose or 
other. 

This misantrophy that they a- 
scribe to us, saying we would 
exploit the misarable situation 
of other people turns everything 
upside down. What we stand for 
is, that people in all kinds of 
relations consciously find out 
how they want to live, and what 
they want to do. 

The crownwitness-law is to be 
prolonged - for what purpose re¬ 
mains their secret. 

Perhaps there is more to add, 
but at the moment nothing more 
occurs to us but the wellknown 
situation of the press and the 
media as a whole.

Since 1975 the state and 
government representatives 
of the 7 richest and poli¬ 
tical most powerfull impe¬ 
rialist states meet every 
year at the so-called eco¬ 
nomic top-meetings. These 
meetings are an instrument 
for coordination; here the 
strategic line for the in¬ 
ternational exploitation- 
order is planned and prin¬ 
cipal decisions are taken. 
Finally also the politics 
of the IMF (international 
Monetary Fond) and the World 
Bank are decided at these 
meetings. 

The economic top-meeting 
in Miinic takes place in a 
year, where the rulers of 
the world celebrate their 
disgusting conquest-festi¬ 
vity; "500 years discovery 
of America", where the for¬ 
mation of the EEC-internal 
market moves one step further 
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lutionary and left-radical 
forces in the metropoles.

the mobilization against 
the economic top-meeting. 

It is not the point just 
to send leaflets to the 
prisoners in jail, but to 
make them an integrated 
part of the discussion. In 
connection with the anti- 
economic top-meeting mo¬ 
bilization this also means 
to consider how we can de¬ 
velop the fight for commu¬ 
nication among the prison¬ 
ers and between the prison¬ 
ers and us. 


THE MOBILIZATION-DISCUSSION: 


We want a unity of resitan- 
ce-congress, demonstration 
and action-days to show all 
aspects of the analysis of 
and resistance against op¬ 
pression and imperialism. 
Besides the demonstration 
and actiondays, the resist¬ 
ance-congress has a decisive 
importance for us. The re¬ 
sistance-congress and 
the preparation for it give 
us the opportunity to or¬ 
ganize the international 
discussion-process between 
us and the people from the 
basis - and liberation- 
movements. The resistance- 
congress must have an anti¬ 
sexist, anti-patriarchal, 
anti-racist and anti-impe¬ 
rialist frame. This frame 
must be reflected in all 
the themes at the workshops, 
in the introductions etc. 

- that is in all aspects 
of the congress as a whole. 
Untill now there has in 
particularly been discussions 
about the anti-racist frame. 
During these discussions 
it was stated clearly, that 
racism cannot just be ana¬ 
lysed on basis of an eco¬ 
nomic explanation, but must 
be seen as a particular op¬ 
pression-mechanism com¬ 
parable to sexism and capi¬ 
talist exploitation.

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February 18,1992 :The court of the jury 
of Polygyros (near Thessaloniki) has in¬ 
definitely postponed the trial of Dimit. 
Voglis and Kostas Andreadis who are ac¬ 
cused of having destroyed a dozen of po¬ 
lice cars using explosives,in 1990. Kos¬ 
tas Andreadis was tortured by the police 
and was obliged to "confess" and indict 
Dim. Voglis as his co-perpetrator. They 
were both imprisoned but they were rele¬ 
ased after a long hungerstrike (denying 
even water) and after a wave of protests 
in Greece and abroad (mainly by the ABC 
and other Anarchist groups),in June '90. 
Kostas has deposited a legal suit aga¬ 
inst his torturers and has belied these 
forced "confessions".Dimitris Voglis is 
a very well known to the authorities A- 
narchist.On May 10,1989 he was sentenced 
to 25 days for having "insulted" 4 cops 
who were beating up a young boy in view 
of him in a Thessaloniki street. In fact 
the 4 policemen had beaten up and sent 
Dimitris to a hospital when he tried to 
stop them from beating the boy.He then 
committed the crime to legally sue the 4 
cops (their trial of course has not yet 
taken place).Some months later he is re¬ 
arrested ,thi s time for illegal broadcas¬ 
ting through a radio station (once more 
denouncing the police activities).On Dec 
12,1991 he was sentenced to 2 years of 
prison for his radio emmissions,but the 
court decided to let him free after he 
appealed this sentence. 

February 21,1992 :The appeal trial of V. 
Xanthis (sentenced initially to 8 years), 
V.Kapnisis (7 yrs.),N.Yougostamos (6 yr.) 

I.Papadimitriou and Irene Koutsogeorga (5

MUMIA ABU-JAMAL is a political 
prisoner who has been death row since 
1982. He was involved with the Black 
Panthers and MOVE and was a journal¬ 
ist in Philadelphia. In December 1981 
Mumia saw his brother being beaten by 
a cop. He intervened, the cop was killed, 
and Mumia was critically injured. Mumia 
has exhausted all his appeals, the Su¬ 
preme Court has refused to review the 
case, and Pennsylvania Governor Robert 
Casey has begun signing death war¬ 
rants. If the state has its way, Mumia will 
be the first political prisoner executed in 
the US since the Rosenbergs. A large 
movement of prisoners and support 
groups from across the political spec¬ 
trum has come together to try to stop 
this "legal lynching."

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The media rumors around "the pardon for Curcio" last summer - 
even its grotesque epilogue - show the likage between "the armed 
struggle issue" and the re-founding process of the state in Italy 
in this juncture. 

Cossiga - "the president ." - beyond his whimsical tall tales has 
raised a very concrete issue for the bourgoisie : the necessity 
of putting an end to a precise phase of the social confrontation 
in Italy, placing on the same ground both the acknowledgement of 
the infamous initiative of "Gladio" and stragism, and the mercy 
for some so-called "leaders of the armed struggle" reduced to 
"reason", in order to create mass consensus and pacification 
around a new political and social deal along with "all the forces 
of civil society" 

Looking at the warfare stirred up inside the parties' system and 
around the various bourgeois lobbies, it seems a dream less feasi¬ 
ble than they think! 

For the communists all that has turned into a umpteenth (another 
political attack against the guerrillas experience, the revolutio¬ 
nary prisoners and the class struggle (by and large). 

For a long time now this attack is carried out on a continential level. 
With the support of the media, of the bourgeois intellectuals and 
members of the decayed reformism they try to place and read the de¬ 
velopment of armed struggle and west-european communist movement in¬ 
side the frame of the break down of the political system of East 
Countries and Soviet Union, denying the process of class autonomy in 
which the guerrilla itself has developed. 

It is worthwhile nothing that the n political salution” line, launched 
some time ago in Italy, has found room also in FRG, using the capture 
of ex. RAF militants (for a long time now out of the organisation and 
already settled in the former EDG) in order to launch by their active 
collaboration an heavy attack against the whole RAF experience . The 
pattern th&t imperialism is propagating in FRG and in every country 
of "terrorism coming from and led by the east" is being propagated by 
imperialism in FRG and in every country. The aim is to bury the class- 
contradictions, the history of the communist movement and its current 
potentiality with the so-called "crash of communism 1 . 1 

All this imperialist bourgeois propaganda against the revolutionary 
movements of the whole Europe is nothing but one of the manifestation 
of the economical and political crisis and the crucial momentum going 
through all over the west-european states. 

In Italy, the comprehensive crisis of the economical, political and 
social system is the prominent datus for the last years. 

The massive growth of the production system all over the '80s has ended 
by shaking the political social balance consolidated for 40 years of 
Christian Democratic government and has not been followed from the 
necessary adjustment of the institutional machinery. 

It has been the proletariat and the more weaken social sectors to pay 
the growth of the italian economy, because every source has been 
channeled to the implementation of the development of italian multi¬ 
national monopole at home and abroad: Europe, Middle East - Mediterra¬ 
nean area and Latin Amerika. Such as"Italy of monopoles", where 
multinationals as FIAT has increased enormously its profits and its 
market arose in order to face the concurence on a worldwide level, in 
the same manner it has multiplied the contradictions, the inequalities 

and the class polarization insIde of the_capitalistic social formation. 

The dynamics of polarization between richness and poverty, development . 
and underdevelopment has become more and more wide, keeping up with 
the internationalization process of the italian capitals. But at the 
same time it has multiplied the contradictions inside the fractions 
of bourgeoisie themselves. 

The "new-laissez faire economy turning point" pushed on by the great 
monopoles and by the states, already consolidated in all the western 

40 
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countries, has almost liquidated the whole welfare state structure 
also in Italy. In few years it has eaten up all the achievements of 
working class and proletariat from the '60s and '70s, but at the same 
time it has broke the balance which allowed to consolidate the foun¬ 
dation of the Christian Democratic power and the role of the great 
reformist parties as "stabilizer" of the social conflicts. - 
Today for the pressing of recession, we can see the display of more 
and more contradictory trends: private industrial trusts are pushing 
to get a larger weight in the economy and to liquidate the public 
nationalized industry; the arising of "Leagues" and local regional 
political alliances is showing to the governmental and not parties 
the disgregation's spectrum of the national political system; the 
increasing gap of development and underdevelopment between nothern 
and southern Italy is quickly turning into a political social issue 
of enormous size, which the executive power is facing today with 
the pattern of "struggle against organised crime". 

On the other side, in presence of needs and tasks imposed by the 
economical crisis and by the international role involving Italy, 
the political institutional system appeare more and more as a cage 
which prevents the bourgeois strategy from determining quickly poli¬ 
tical decisions in order to give the "shake" Italy needs more, accor¬ 
ding to the point of view of Carli, Romiti and company, i.e.: mass 
dismissals, attack on wages, lowering of labour-costs, cuts of public 
budget, privatization... 

The institutional reform projects and initiatives outlining the pro¬ 
cess of refoundation of the state must belplaced in that context (from 
the reform of parliamentary system and the electoral barrier at 5 
percent to the political centralization of state's departments and 
agencies, to the regional reform, to the restructuring of police 
. and juridical machine .) 

All the muddled bourgeois debate around the so-called "Second Repub¬ 
lic" is nothing but the external expression of a new articulation 
process of the bourgeois power and an "authoritarian structure 
of democracy", so that the political power could rule without any 
consensus and lead the integration of Italy into the"Great Europe" 
and inside the "new world order" that imperialism would impose. 

The hard confrontation which the proletariat now 
is facing with - here, in every class reality - is taking place 
in all the west-european countries 

The building up of the "Great Europe 11 - the economical-political 
integration process with the "Great Germany" at the center is the dy¬ 
namics affecting at present the main decisions in each state and 
specific reality, on political, economical, military and social level. 
The national states are facing with a "step by step" shifting of key 
functions of the political power to the "supernational" sphere of 
the EEC: we are seeing a complex process of re-definition of the 
state-form. The economical and the foreign policy, as well as "defence 
and security" is being more and more subjected to a centralization 
and integration on european level, in the more comprehensive frame 
of the imperialist re-definition of power in the world. 

Europe acts more and more as an Unitarian political entity, taking 
part in the establishment of the US -led "new world order" as pro¬ 
tagonist' all though the number of contradictions dividing the single 
states about their own interests. 

It has been clear looking at the european participation to the western 
coalition which brought the war into the Gulf, and looking at the 
european active role in the following attempt on"pacification" and 
"suppression" of the Palestinian liberation struggle put into prac- 
tics with the Madrid Conference; as well as looking at the european 
protagonism about the control of the disgregation process taking 
place in Jugoslavia. Finally looking at the new role and political 
and military european weight - aside of USA - in the NATO, that the 
Rome Summit decided to relaunch as cornerstone of the worldwide ru¬ 
ling system of imperialism after the end of the Warsaw Pact and by- 
polarism, and in front of the disgregation of former USSR superpower. 4* 
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The European imperialist bourgeoisie is being the center of this pro¬ 
cess that cannot be stopped, although the number of contradictions 
going through it, and it is providing a new feature of the european 
social economical formation, in which the exploitaition and repression 
policies against the proletariat are intensifying in the entire con¬ 
tinental territory and spilling over the proletariat and people pushing 
on the boarders of the "European Fortress" or being exploited by the 

european monopoles directly in the various areas of the "Tricontinent. 

This anti-proletarian push is turning into a strong 
pressure on the revolutionary movement and peoples liberation struggle, 
increasing the integration and centralisation process of the counter¬ 
revolutionary strategy in Europe (from Trevi-group s activity to the 
Schengen's agreement). 

A new "iron heel" that oppresses more and more the whole proletariat 
from the working class to the marginalized strata of the extra-com¬ 
munity immigrants in every european country. 

In Italy toothere is not any class area which has not experienced this 
repressive grip, from the jobs in the factories to the schools, to 
the"social centers" (that is community centres of young people in ur¬ 
ban areas), to the slum where the "new racism" is already dominant. 

The conditions in which we must work in order to re¬ 
building up and strenghtening a revolutionary perspective are very 
hard . 

We are facing a counter-revolution involving many grounds, 

feeding itself with the bourgeois ideological offensive and with 
the contribution of the reformist bloc, already part and parcel of 
the state. 

But this does not mean that communists and atagonist proletarians should 
keep a defensive and subordinate standing about the current difficult 
conditions as the horizon which rely to. 

On the other hand, the process of depoliticizing and socially and poli¬ 
tically desertifying by the bourgeoisie has produced much break-up of 
consciousness and antagonism than they thought to obtain. 

Actually struggle and proletarian self-determination have never been 
stopped, and class opposition and revolutionary initiative have spoken 
out in the most important moments of the confrontation (like during 
the Gulf War). From the mass demonstration in the whole Europe and 
Mediterranean-Middle East area to the guerrilla actions in FRG, Eng¬ 
land, Greece and Turkey, imperialist war has not silenced the revolu¬ 
tionary movements! 

Surely we do not understand any triumphalism from the situation be¬ 
cause the counter-revolutionary offensive is prevailing in the current 
scenario. The possibility to get out from the long phase of the sub¬ 
jective crisis and political weakness of the revolutionary movement 
in Italy is linked without doubt to a complex and long term process, 
focusing the rebuilding of the vanguard and of the revolutionary per¬ 
spective suitable for the confrontation of this age. 

Nevertheless we think that there are today the conditions in order 
to strenghten this process of revolutionary building up starting from 
achievements which the revolutionary experience has consolidated and 
from the issues resulting from the new antagonist struggles here and 
all over Europe. 

Struggle and revolutionary communication's process, that is signifi¬ 
cantly re-establishing itself here in Italy as well as in the whole 
Europe in an international dimension of the confrontation and revo¬ 
lutionary process, is finding its main catalyst in the struggle against 
the imperialist "new world order" 

The practices and terms of international struggle, that the antagonist 
and revolutionary movement is carrying out and deepening around the 
"92-term, and the "celebration of the Great Europe" whose momentum 
is the next G 7 Economical Summit at Munich, and against the cele¬ 
bration of the "Conquer" of America are being an important ground for 
advancing the revolutionary forces and the class movement as a whole. 
They are concrete moments for achieving a new internationalism that 
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can join the struggles in the imperialist centers as well as the ones 
in the countries of the Tricontinent against imperialism. 

We want to stay inside this dimension of confrontation and struggle - 
as prisoners here and in connection with the revolutionary prisoners 
in the other prisons of Europe, Mediterranean-Middle East area and 
all over the world.

500 YEARS OF NATIVE 
RESISTANCE 

Leonard Peltier and Big Mountain: 500 Years of Resistance Continues 


This year, 1992, marks the 500 year anniversary of the Columbus expedition, which many governments and 
corporations are celebrating as 'An Encounter of Cultures." The counter-movement to this, loosely organized under 
the banner of ”500 Years of Resistance," seeks to counter the prevailing mythology about the Columbus voyages, 
and many people in Europe and the Americas are organizing cultural and educational events towards that end. 

The indigenous people of North America are survivors of a holocaust of immeasurable proportions. Re¬ 
examination of American history is a moral necessity for the US as a whole, and a difficult thing for the individual. 
On the one hand, when many non-Indian people look at events of the past, they cannot help but acknowledge that 
what occurred was an atrocity motivated by racism and greed, and many people see cause for shame. On the other 
hand, we all know we cannot change the past, most of us like to think that given the chance we would surely do 
better, and furthermore most Americans have been led to believe that all these bad things ended with the Wounded 
Knee Massacre of 1890. Consequently, many people feel there is little or nothing to be done about it now. 

If this examination of the past is going to have any meaning for the future, however, it is necessary to look 
beyond 1890 and also assess the fate of Indian people in the 20th century, which is nearly over, and about which 
most non-Indians know next to nothing. The Indian Wars did not end 100 years ago but have continued throughout 
this century, in a more sophisticated form but with just as disastrous consequences for Indian people. 

A few general points must be borne in mind in any discussion of these issues. First of all, it must be 
remembered that treaties are the supreme law of the land and they are made only between sovereign nations. The 
US does not make treaties with individual states or minority populations. This is a fact often forgotten or trivialized 
and this issue of native sovereignty is at the heart of every traditional land struggle in North America. Secondly, 
when the reservation system was set up, Indians were pushed into the lands nobody else wanted because those lands 
were not arable or good for grazing. In the 20th century it was discovered that most of the nation’s mineral reserves 
(coal, shale oil, natural gas and, most importantly, uranium) lie under this undesirable land. 

So once again, Indian people found themselves in the way of progress. Which leads to the third point, which 
is that the US government has throughout the 20th century colluded with private interests, particularly the energy 
conglomerates, m order to violate every treaty made with the Indian nations and thereby gel its hands on the utile 
land these people had left. A central plank in this strategy was the establishment of the tribal council system, which 
gave the appearance of Native autonomy but was in fact controlled by the Department of Interior. Tribal councils 
were opposed by most Indian tribes, but they are the only Indian voice recognized by the federal government and 
they are empowered to do nothing but sell or lease tribal land. The US government has made it clear that it will 
stop at nothing to get this land. In recent years it has acted with particular ruthlessness at Big Mountain in Arizona 
and Pine Ridge, South Dakota. 

Big Mountain is one community in the Black Mesa region of the Navaho Reservation where right now, today, 
hundreds of Dine families (Dine is the traditional Navajo’s name for themselves) are facing imminent forced removal 
from their homes on Indian land so that Peabody Coal can expand its Black Mesa operation, already the largest 
stripmine in the world. These people, who live in some of the last traditional Native communities in North America, 
have been fighting relocation for the past 16 years. 


In 1974 Congress enacted Public Law 93-531, which mandated the relocation of 10,000 Dine people. This was 
supposedly done to resolve a land dispute between the Navajo and Hopi, who have lived side by side for centuries, 
but the dispute was a hoax, fabricated in order to secure title for the execution of mineral development leases on 
Black Mesa. PL 93-531 was itself the capstone on several decades of lies and legal maneuvers too numerous and 
complex to describe here. There also isn’t space to describe the fate of the thousands of Dine who have already 
relocated, more than half of whom are now homeless, or the hardships and harassment endured by those who have 
chosen to remain on the land. Suffice to say that in 1980 the Fourth Russell Tribunal, convening in Rotterdam, ruled 
that PL 93-531 violated the Convention on the Prevention and Punishment of the Crime of Genocide as well as five 
other international human rights covenants. 


Nevertheless, it remains the law of the land. Relocation was supposed to have been completed by July 8, 1986. 
Things have moved slowly in part because both Peabody Coal and the US government have maintained a public 
posture that none of this is happening, but things are coming to a head very quickly. The Bush administration wants 
it all wrapped up this year because Peabody Coal has negotiated some big deals with Japan which require immediate 
expansion, and the sale of this coal is expected to significantly narrow the trade deficit with the Japanese. So we 
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have every reason to believe that the ax will fall for good in the summer of 1992, and the dramatic increase in 
harassment of people on the land last fall bears this out. 

The Pine Ridge Sioux Reservation in South Dakota sits on top of the largest uranium deposits in the US. 
Uranium mining has long been opposed by the traditional Lakotas but in the early 1970s Pine Ridge had a tribal 
council headed by a man named Dick Wilson who favored uranium development and routinely murdered or assaulted 
his opponents. This situation led the traditional Lakotas to ask the American Indian Movement (AIM) for help, 
which resulted in the occupation of Wounded Knee in 1973. 

In the backlash of the next three years, scores of Indian people at Pine Ridge were murdered and hundreds more 
were victims of violent assaults. The vast majority of these crimes have never been investigated, even though the 
FBI had jurisdiction and maintained at the time its highest ratio of agents to civilians found anywhere in the country, 
the FBI was in fact providing Wilson's vigilante squad with intelligence about AIM members and an impressive 
array of military assault weapons because the federal police were massed at Pine Ridge for the express purpose of 
destroying AIM. 

This reign of terror reached a climax on June 26, 1975, when two FBI agents opened fire on an AIM camp near 
Oglala, South Dakota, initiating a shootout in which both agents and an AIM member named Joe Stuntz were killed. 
Predictably, Joe Stuntz's death has never been investigated. In addition, on the day of the shootout, Dick Wilson 
was in Washington. DC illegally signing over one-eighth of the reservation for uranium development. 

The deaths of the two agents led to more terror at Pine Ridge and eventually AIM member Leonard Peltier was 
sentenced to two consecutive life terms for aiding and abetting in their deaths. He has spent the past 15 years in 
federal prison for a crime he did not commit, convicted and sentenced on the basis of evidence and testimony which 
the government acknowledged over a decade ago was false. Leonard was recently denied an evidentiary hearing in 
his latest effort to get a new trial, and there is now a renewed effort to get Congress to convene hearings on the 
matter. 

The two situations briefly described here reflect a pattern whose outlines can be traced all over the continent. 
The Columbus Quintcentennial is undoubtedly raising the issues of historical injustice and cultural genocide, but these 
issues are being raised with all eyes squarely on the past. Our crocodile tears will not help Crazy Horse and will 
do even less for his descendants. Reality in Indian country today means nearly total unemployment and forced 
sterilization and forced relocation and malnutrition. It means having the highest rate of infant mortality and the 
lowest life expectancy. It means chronic injustice and political assassination. All these things are acts of war, pure 
and simple, and the citizens of the US need to not only recognize that these things occur, but also recognize the 
degree to which they profit from their occurrence. This is especially true of people who count themselves as part 
of the movement for progressive social change in this country, because the moral integrity of the movement, like 
the moral integrity of the nation, rests with its ability to face the wrongs still being done to the Native people of 
North America The struggles to stop relocation at Big Mountain and gain justice for Leonard Peltier are both good 
places to stan. 

To this end we are calling for coordinated international days of action on the following dates: 

June 26th - Anniversary of the Oglala shootout - Day of action to Free Leonard Peltier 

July 6th - Anniversary of the relocation deadline at Big Mountain - Day of action for Big Mountain 

October 12th - Day of Action in honor of 500 Years of Ongoing Native Resistance in the Americas 

There are many ways of getting our message across on these days, including protests (vigils, marches, speak outs, 
street theater, pickets, letter writing campaigns, etc), benefits, educational events and more. Please join in these days 
of action in any way that you can.
